Who, and what arc we, his 
weak and corrupted Sons and Daughters, that 
we ſhould promiſe to our ſelves ſecurity in our 
ſtanding? (Bel. )there is in every one of us an cvil 
heart, .more or leſs, ro depart from the living 
God, andthe Serpent is as ſubtle, as ever he was, 
as envious and malicious, dayly and hourely 
tempting to ſeduce us, and tripping at the þecle 
.to thraw us down ; our tempcations arc-many, 
and many fold, onr luſts prevalent, our corrupti- 
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ons ſtrong : and agaivſt all efieſe wrefiſers, how 
ſhall we ftand ? The Prophets reproving the Jew: 
for their frequent falling back, doe fignificantly 
put us in mind of the difficulty cf our ſtanding, 
when they call them, Back- flidings,and the peo- 
ple, 4 back, ſliding people, more then ewenty 
times repeated among the Prophets, Iſrael 55 2 
back (hiding people, Jer. 2. 6. Onr iniquities are 
increaſed, and onr back lidings are many, ſer. 5, 6. 

I will beale your back ſlidings, Hol. 14. 4. and ſo 
frequently : The very Word implies, That we 


Hand upon ſlippery ground : He that ſtands, or 


walks upon Ice, or Glafs, had necd look well to 
his footing. ef pecially if bis Progreſs be up Hill, 
as ours to Heaven 1s : With what great care then 
ought we to look to our ſtandings, to difpuce 
every ſtep 3 to ponder (the path of our feet, 
and to order all our ſteps aright, leaſt as we ſet 
one foot forward, the other fide backward: nay, 
leaſt with both of them, we either flide back- 
ward, orfall and hnrt our {clves, as this'Man our 
Father in the Text did bothi (It Adam m Para- 
diſc tell, nay Angels from Heaven fell ?: ſurely 
great caufe have' we on Earth; and out of 'Para- 
dife, to walk warily with all cate-and cifeumſpge 
Qion, and all the dayes of ourlives to work out.

boly a Prophet as he waz, (aw ſuch cauſe ſo grie- 
youſly-to complair/in the ſence of his (ing, int re« 
#ſpc& dotl:of "their: weight, and number ? How 
much greates cauſe baye we ſinfull ſoules, to be- 

waile 
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waile our eondition in reſpe& of ſin, which lye 
under a far greater number, and heavier weight 
ot ſin, then he did, if we were bur ſenſible of it, 
and fo much more wretched, becauſe we are not 
ſo: but ( Bel. ) 1t 18 our duty, and a great part of 
our office to make you {enfible of them, and of 
your wretched condition under them, and the 
danger that you are in, by reaſon of them, that 
we may make you ſick, and weary of them, that 
you, may look out for remedy againſt them, 
while remedy may be had, that we may drive 

ou unto Chriſt, by whom you may be relieved, 
and releaſed. The whole need not the Phy{tian, 
but they thad are fick : while meif think them(ſclves 
whole, (though they be not (o) they will never 
look-out for help, nor ſeek to the Phyſitian: So 
you, while you think well of your ſelves, in re- 
ſpe& of your ſpirituall eſtate, you will not 
think that you have any need of Chriſt, you will 
never be able to judge what Chriſt hath done 
for you, you will never prize the blood of Chriſt 
as you ought, nor value the grace of the Golpel 
as you ought ; but under a falſe opinion that all 
is well, you will fit down ſecurely,and cry, Peace, 
peace to your ſelves, where there is no peace, and (0 
dye in your (ins, and periſh in your error.

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And there are - thivgs by which you de- 
ceive your ({clyes in judging of your ſelves in 
this matter. 
-t. The firſt, Becauſe you doe not meaſure 
your {clves by the true rule. 

The {ccond, Becaufe you doe not behold 
oi {elves in the trve Glafſe ; the former of 
rhele would diſcover unto you your mifcr«ble 
' Incontormity : And the latter, your deformity, 
| in reſpect of the Image which once you had Ups 
On you ; But, 

Firſt, Men commonly deceive henfelovs'! in 
this, they doe not meaſure themſelves by the 
true Rule ; That Rule 1s the pure and perfe& 
Law of Gcd, the Image of his holineis, and 
wicneſs of his will, Pſal. t19. 9. This Law #4 a 
pure Law, a perfect Law, an undefiled Law, Pal. 
19.7. Ailpintuall Law, quicke and lively, Hcb. 
4-12. piercing into the inmoſt thoughts, ſearching 
Be: oſt dar ke and ſecrer corners of the heart ,mighty 
in operation, piercing even t0 the dividing of the 
Soule and Spir:t, the Foynts, and the Marrow : Tt 
examines not onely the outward worke, but the 
inmoſt thoughts ; judgeth not onely of our 
Attions, but of our Nature; not onely of the 
Fruite, dut of the Root, and the Tree. whereon

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it grows, and requireth ot both, perfe@ confor- 
mity to ir ſelte, exacteth perte&@, univeriall, (pi- 
rituall, and per{onall obedience to every part, 
and par ticle of it, and that upon paine of a 
Curſe, Curſed 3s every one that continueth net in 
every thing that xs Written in the Book of the Law to 
doe it;this is the ſhrill Voyce of it,Gal. 3. 10.0h ! 
if God thould enter into Judgement with us ? 
If he ſhould Arraigne us at the Barrof his Ju- 
ſtice,and try uz by this his Laws I ſay not as Sarnt 
Peter, 1 Peter 4. 18 Where ſhall the nngodly, and 
the ſinner appeare ® But, Where ſhall the juſteſt man 
living appeare *® How ſhall we anſwer one of a 
thouſand 9 Let us but examine cM icives by this 
Rule, and it will ſoon dilcover unto 5 our miles 
rable incontormity, 

Secondly, Men doe not bchol! themſclues 
in the true Glatſe : This Glaſle 1+ our Created, 
(not our corrupted ) Nature, We look upon our 
ſelves in »ur corrupted Natures as we are CIn- 
ceived 1n ſi:1, and borne in iniquity ; avd 1 we 
live up to thote Principles which we broughe 
into the World with us, we arc apt to thinke 
well ot our ſclves, that our cſtate is good e= 
novgh ; and that, that 1s as much as can be re- 
quircd of us: Yet alas, Who is there that doth 
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ſo? What Sonne. of Adew did ever live up te 
thoſe Principles ? Yet if we ſhould doe fo, that 
would not ſcrve.the turne, to render us accepta» 
ble in the ſight of our Creator : Divine Juſtice 
requireth that we ſhould live up to the Princi- 
les of our Created Nature, thote Principles, 
which God put into us, when he fiſt Created 
us in Adam, betore the Fall, when he Created 
us aſter his own Image, indued with perfe& ho- 
line(s, righteouſneſs, innecency, freedome of 
Will, abundanee of Knowledge, and Under» 
ſtanding, Wiſedom and Judgement, Power and 
Grace, Love and Light, and all otker Heavenly 
perfe&ions, rendring us little lower then the 
Angels; which perfections, though we bave ſince 
\ BY ouc own folly loft and forfeited, and ſo made 
the Law impoſlible co be kept by us; Rom. 7. 
Yee that doth not hinder, but that Almighty 
God may ſtill challenge obedience at our hands, 
according to thoſe abilities, which then he gave 
us. and endowed. us withall. For, (as a Father 
ſpeaks, and that moſt rationally in this caſe,) 
Homine' amittente poteſtatem ſnuam, Dems non awit« 
tt. jus ſunm : Though man hath loſt his Power 
to. obey, God hath not loſt his Right co come 
mand, and to require obedience at his hands; 
and; 
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and weare to this day debtors to him upeh that 
account. And if we fall ſhort in our obedience 
of walking up to the Principles of our Nature 
corrupted ; How far ſhort are we in our obedi- 
ence due to Almighty God by cur Nature Crea- 
red, Oh if Almighty God ſhall ſhew us oue 
Faces in this pure Glaſte, colet us lee what we 
2re now in cur corrupt Eftate, in compariſon 
of what we were in our in our Nature Created, 
how ugly will our deformity appeare to be ? 
What Leprous Faces ſhall we ſce in it ? What 
Leopard {pots upon our Soules ? we ſhall even 
be afraid of our {elves, we ſhall be forced tolay 
our hand upon our mouth, to caſt our felyes 
down into the duit, and to cry out with the 
Leper in the Law, Lewis, 13- 45. 1 am uncleane, 
I am wuncleane : And with Job, Abhorre our ſelves, 

and repent in duft and «ſhes. Oh that we had 
but one dayes expericnce of what we were at 
the firſt, as God Created us in Adam, that we 
did beare upon us, it it were but for one day, 
or houre, that Image of God, which was ſtampt 
upon us. in our Creation, that we might com- 
pare 1t with this our preſent eſtace under cor- 
ruption z with what floods of teares would we 
lament. aur lols by che Fall ? How ecarneftly 


would 
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would we endeavour to 08 our ſelves? How 
diligently would we look ouc for help, & where 
we might finde one, waich would but lend a 
hand to help us up agiine, we would give no 
reſt to our foulcs, til] we had found out ſome 
way and meancs whereby: we might be reſtored 
to our former purity, and have the Image 0 
God, which we have loſt, repayred in us ? But 
you will ſay, How ſÞall that be done © Wher 

all we begin ® What ean we now do? in ord! 
to it © What ſtocke have we (now all # loſt) | 
worke upon £ 

And here comes in that grand inquiry touch 

ing the extent of the evill contracted by thi 
Fall, both 1 reſp2& of the Good we have loſt 
and of the Ewill which by ic we have brought 
upon us : Cirnpue mowIpsmnmy < Taviiys Tips; $20 putyor, 
Queſtion famous, and much debated, ie 1s Sain 
Chriſoſtome. Fall he did ; but how low did 
fall ? Wounded he was Chen how deep was | 
Wound ? Was it unto death ? Or, did it leav 
him as the Theewes did the T avalite; paſſing br 
tween ſeruſalem, and Jericho ( ſemiomun ) half 
dead? Whether was that in Lis Head, or that | 
his Heart deeper ? Dad he loſe more of the ligh 
| of bis underſtanding, then he dit of the freedo 
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of bis will > Or, was he equally hurt in beth? 
Or, did he loſs all of cither ? Was be in his 
pituralls onely muymed ? Or, in his ſupernatu- 
ralls altogether ſfoyled ? 

Touching which Queries, I finde two dif- 
ferent Opinions (that I may ſumme them y 
all in two.) The one 'conccives Adam fallen, 
to bz: in bettereftate than indeed he 1s, or the 
Truth will beare. The other in worle. In the 
former ranke, are the Pelagians, and others, 
In the latter, the more rigid Calweniſts, which * 
give him in little better then a ſtock, or a 
itone, theſe are the Words of , their Chicfe 
Maſter of Sentences, who Commenting up- 
on ſome words of the Apoſtle Saint Paul, 
rouching man in his corrupt Eſtate, thus con- 
cludes, Qnid maps dixiſſet, ſr ſtipites, aut trun- 
cor nos appellalſet 2 What could he have ſaid 
more, if he had called us ftocks or ſtones ? 
Berween theſe two, 'I take not upon me to 
determine. Certainly the bruiſe that our Fa- 
ther rook by that Fall, and we in him, be- 
ing then in his Loynes, was grievous, even with 
teares of blood to be lamented. Bur did it 
frike him fo dead to: all mmtents, that it lefe 

nothing: 
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nothing. in him, whereby he might. become 
ſenfible of, his loſſe to bewaile it ?. Nothing 
which might give\him encouragement to en- 
deavour his recovery ? Di it fo utterly un» 
man him, as to leave no more power in him 
to belp himſclfe in order thereunto, than if 
he were a ſtock, or a ftone ? 

This Dodtrine to thoſe which have already 
obtayned mercy to their recovery, muft needs 
be pretious;z it magnifies beyond meaſure the 
riches ot thas Grace to them which hath 
made ſuch a difference between them, and 
others, where it found none : But in how 
deſperate a caſe doth it leave all the reſt of 
the ſonnes of Adam? How doth it take away 
from them all- encouragement of endcavour- 
ing after their own good ? Is there nothing 
ſcaſonable to be ſpoken to a man yet in purys 
nataralibys, but onely this ? You cannot work, 
mor you cannot will, nor you cannot fo much 
as will the having of ſuch a will : and though 
the Grace, ſo to doe were held forth unto 
you, you could not reach forth your hand to 
take it in, execpt that hand that brought ir, 
lifr up yours © take jg, you are meerly. paſ- 
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ſive, you muſt onely cxpe& till chat Winde 
which bloweth, when, and where ic liſteth; 
blow upon you, and breathe into you the 
breath of a fpirituall life ; and then you 
cannot but will, then you muſt needs work, 
and walke, and hold on to. the end, and 
never leok back againe ; a Doctrine which 
for my part, I dare not Preach in neither of 
the branches of it : Surely, it cannot be 
denyed, but when Adam fell from his Alle- 
glance, and brake Covenant with his Maker, 
he forfeited all that good which was made 
over to him in that Covenant : But what 
if Almighty God of his infinite goodneſs, 
and for the merir of him chat was to come, 
would not take the utmoſt farthing of the 
forfeiture. ? Or, what if in commilſcration of 
the decayed eſtate, he were pleaſed to lend 
him a new light 3 or by a generall influ- 
ence of Grace, help the imbecillity of Nas» 
ture decayed * How doth this any way de- 
rogate from: Grace f How doth it not much 
more magnife it ? 

True it js, the Image is loſt, and miſera- 
zably defac't ; yet the goodly limbes of his 
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well ſet boy, the large lineamen ts of his 
goodly proportion are yet to be ſeen in' the 
Law of our Nature, in the Rules of right 
Reaſon, in the Principles of Naturall aud 
Mora'l Right yet left in us, in the inſatia- 
ble defire, and thurſt of the miinde after Knows- 
le :dge, in the indetatigable induſtry and ſtu- 
dy in the dilq: aificion of high thiigs 3 and 
above all, in that rare faculty ot the loule, 


Gonlcience conſidered in both the parts of 


it, -vipins;, and 1:99, the one the Treaſurer 3 
the other, the ſoules Controuler : In conlide- 
ration of which, ſome of the Fathers, have 
thought ſuch Sentences as theſe comforta- 
ble ; Faciamus quod noſtram eft, cetera Deus 
ſupplebit : Let us doe what we can, God will 
{upply the reft which 1s wanting” : Such as 
this, Facienti. quod in ſe eft, gratia nemini des 
negatur ;3-To a man that doth the uttermolt 
that he can, God will never deny his Grace; 
bur ſeeing him faithtull over a litcle, he wall 
make bim Ruler over more': bue'this is our 
great finne, and will be our great condem-

3 our 
rebcllions againſt the, light yer left in us 3 
our neglect of thofg abilicies, and helps 
yet afforded us, are enough to condemae 
us, and. to caſt us, in the Judgement of the 
great Day': The Evill that is in us, we 
dayly improve, by giving way to thofe luſts 
and corruptions, and by our cultome and 
continuance in finne, they gather ſtrengch, 
and taker deeper: rooting in us, then they 
had at the firſt: And (as it were not e- 
nough by his diſobedience to be made ſin- 
ners) we by multiplying aGuall finnes and 
rranſgrefſions, make our ſe]|ves much greatcr 
ſinners, and become much more Cluldien of 
Wrath, then we were before : But that 
litele of the good that>i1s lefr in us, we 
negle& it, we let it dye in us, we take 
No Care At all-to ſtrengthen it, or to improve 
it 3 that weake light yer remaining we put 
out 3 thoſe. few Mites of Naturall and 

: I 2 Morall 
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Morall Principles in us, of Right Reaſon, 
and Naturall Conſcience, we careleſly waſt, 
and throw away thoſe few ſparkes, or em- 
bers rak't up under the Aſhes of our ruine, 
we put out, and extinguiſh, and fo Jeave 
our {elves nothing to ,work upon, no Rock 
to tratfque withall. 

We blame, and condemne our Father 
Adam for his miſcarriage in Paradiſe, and 
for his fo ill husbanding of thoſe ch I a« 
tents commirted unto him ; when it we 
look well into our ſelves, and impartially || {;

burden of his Fathers wrath, and death the 
conſequence of it, and by his own Power reſcue 
kimſclfe by a Glorious Reſurre&ion, and a 
Triumphant Conqueſt over all the powers of 
darkneſs. - It was necetlary that he ſhould be 
Man, that {o*he might be a compaſſiohate High 
Prieſt, ſenſible of our miſcrics, and infirmirics, 
and ſo become a more earneſt Adyocate and 
Mediator for Man. And it was neceſſary that 
he ſhould be God, that {o: he might be fit to 
mediate with God for vs : If one Man ſen againſt 
another, the Advocate ſhall pleade for him : But 
if a Man . fin againſt God, who ſhall pleade for 
bim'? Who, but One, that is God, like unto 
him ? Therefore it was neceffary that ke ſhould: 
be both, both God and Man, and buth in. One : 
Neither as. meer Man, {o compaſſionating the 


decayed Eſtate of the loſt Sons of Adm, as-to: 


negle& the Honour of the Deity wronged and 
p/ LGU nor. as meer God, fo tendering the: 
Honour of the Deity injuried- and offended, as 
to negle& the deplorable Eſtate of Man-kinde: 
loſt, and undone 3 but as Ore that was both, 
that did: partake of. both, was near-and. deare 
to both, and.both to him, he might lay an indif- 
ferent: 
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ferent hand upon both, and fo become between 
"them, an equall and indifferent Mediator. In 
this Union we have that great Myſtcry of god- 


lineſs fo much magnified byS. Paul, 1 Tim.3.16. | 


Of God manifeſted in the Fleſh ; that ſtupendious 
Myſtery, which the Angells themſelves doe with 
fo great admiration and aſtoniſhment pry into, 
Of God in Chrift, reconciling the World unto him- 
ſelfe, 2 Cor. 5. 19. In this Union of the Divine 
and Humane Nature of 'the Mediator thus met 
together 1n this Oze Perſon, was that great 
Marriage made up in Heaven, the Banes where-« 
"of were fo long before Publiſhed on Earth by 


the Royall Prophet David, Pſal. 85. 10. Mercy 


and Truth are met together : Righteouſneſs aud 
Feace have kiſſed each other. In this Union did 
Iſaiahs T winns meet, the Childe, and. the Son ; 
Iſa, 9. 6. Unto us a Childe is borne, unto us 4 
Sonne 3 given : The Childe was borne ; bur the 
Sonne was viven }, the Childe without a Father, 
the Sonne without a Mother 3 both in Oe, and 
both 'but Ore, this Ore in the Text, cwrizex©; 
the God Mar, or Man God, Feſws Chriſt. 
Thirdly, He is here ſtyled One, in reſpeR of 
the- great Worke he was to performe in the 
- great Office of! the” Mediatorſhip, to make 
PEACE 
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peace between God. and tow, to make an at- 
tonement, that is, to {et them at One, which 
were before at ſuch a diltance one from ano. 
ther, in which work he was alone, he had no 
partners to aſſiſt him. There 15 but One Mediator 
between God and Man, the Man Chriſt Jeſus. 
"Tis true, Moſes was a Mediator, when he ſtood 
in the gap between the living and the dead, to turae 
away wrath when it was gone forth, and the Plague 
was begun, Exod. 32. Soarc all che Saints and 
faithiull ſervants of the Lord, favourites of 
Heaven, which uſe the atavel they have in 


| God, for the good of the World, to intercede 


for chem, to appeale his wrath, and to depre- 
cate the evills which God threatneth to bring 
upon them for fin, and-»for \ranſgrefſion, for 
whoſe ſakes and Prayers, God is often prevailed 
wich, to divert, or to ſulpend, or to mitigate 
the Judgements which their ſins have called 
for ; but theſe are Mediators of Interceſſion, 
not of Redemption : Of it the Prophet tells 
us, Pſal. 49. 7. No man can deliver bis brother, 
or pay a Ranſome to God for him. Nor among/t 
che Angells is there found a Mediator ; - A} as! 


they ſtood in need of a Mediator, as well as - 


we, but found none: For he took not upon him 
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he rture of Angels : but be took upon him the 
feed of Abraham, Heb. 2. 16. yea, even the 
g006d Argeis ftood in need of a Mediator, 
th ough not to recover them out of a loſt eftare, 
ver to eſtabliſh chem in that eſtate wherein 
they ſtand. No, nor among the {acred Trinity 
is there found a Mediator b«fides him : For al- 
though it be true, Omnza opera Trinitatis ad extra. 
ſrant indiviſa, as the Schooles ſpeak ; and in the 
continuance of this great Goſpel deſigne, the 

wil:dome of the whole Trinity was ſer on 
worke, and every perſon in it did contribute to 
the laying of the plot : yet: when it came to- 
execution, by Divine di{penſation, it fell. to 
the Sonnes ſhare tc execute it, to tranſatt it, 
and in his Perſen to undertake, and. go through 
with it, Of chis the Prophet puts us 1n minde, 
orrather the Lord himlelfe. by the Prophet, Iſa. 
63: I bave' troden- the Wine preſs atone, and of 
the people there was nene to help me, ver. 4. and. 
again, ver. 5. And I looked, and there was. none 
zo help : and: I wondred that: there was none to- 
uphold : therefore mine own arme belped me, and: 
my wrath ſuſtained me. This is —_— remem- 
bred by St, Jobn 1 in the fifth of the Revelations, 
uader the notion of receivuig, and opening a:

Or 
was it {uitable to the fate of fo great a Perſon, 
of whom 1c glorious things are {poken, to ſub- 
mit him(elſe to ſuffering, and Obedience # Had 
hc come down tn State and Majeſty, with Power 
and great Glory, Kiding upon the wings of the 
wine, attended with Lepions of Angels and Arch- 
Ancels, in flaming fire rendring vengearce 10 his 
epemies ; treading upon the necks of Kings and 
Keſjars ; by ſtrong hand wanquiſhing the powers of 
"darkneſs, and bearing down before him all oppoſite

" Adam, and ours in him, that he came to an(wer 
for : And what better way to an{ wer for difobe- 
dicnce, then by obedience ? every evill is beſt 
expelled by 'irs contrary : Will the firſt Adam in 
the pride of his heart aſpire to the very Zenith 
of Dignity, the Apex of Majeſty, and being 
but a man, will. needs be like unto God ? The 
ſecond Adam to expiate this fin, muſt come 
downe to the very Nadir of humility, and be- 
tng God muſt become Man, that ſo he might 
* make a recompence unto God for that his in- 
ordirate ambition, and {o make his peace. Did 
the ficſt Adam offend by Eating ? By Faſting 
mult the ſecond Adam expiate that his intem- 
perance, Math.

The ſecond 
Aqanpmuſt make amends for it, by his Hecemi- 
ticall hardſhip in- the Wilderneſs. Did the firſt

his, by yec}ding to the ſuggeſtions and tempta- 
tions of the Devill ? The ſecond Adam to re- 
payre that: Joſs. and' diſhonour, muſt encounter

{o ſaith the Text, By the Obedience of One. 

There are two things in this great tranſaQion 
well worth our Obtervation. Fiiſt, How the ſe- 
cond Adam hath trac't the firlt all along ſtep by 
ſtep; and where ever he found the firſt Adam 
had endamag'd us, there doth he make a ſtand, 
and not pals by call he hath repayred us: As 
Ez.ek? 16. 6. As I paſſed by thee, T1 ſaw thee inthy 
blood, ©-c. The ſecond, How in this reparati- 
on, he provides for us all alor g a remedy {uita- 
ble to our malady, a ſalve proper for the cure of 
the (ore, a ſatisfaction pundually an{werirg the 
Juſtice of God for that fin, by which we had 
ofiended it, 2s in the paſſages above.intimated : 
Sec it farther more cleatly and diſltinaly in this 
his obedience. 

There are three branches of this his obedi- 


ence, by which he hath fer us free, and wrought - 


out righteouſneſs for us. Firſt, The Obediencc 
of his Birth, Secondly, The Obedience of his 
Lite. Thirdly, The Obedierice of his Death. 
Firſt, the Obedience of his Birth, in his holy 
Con-

Conception and Incarnation, Secondly, The 
Obedience of his Lite, in his holy and unblame- 


. able Converſation. Thirdly, The Obedtrence of 


his Death, in his bicter Paifion and Crucifixion; 
and thele were all neceſfary, none of theſe 
three could have been-ſpared : For three wayes 
we (tovud obnoxious unto Divine Juſtice. 

Firſt, For onr Originall fin, the fin of our 
Nature, wherein we were conceived and borne. 

Secondly, For all our fins of Omitlion ; and 
particularly, for fayling in perforining the con-. 
dition of the Covenant of Works, and of obey- 
ing the Commandement given in Paradiſe, in 
the mandatory part of it, upon: which, Life, 
and Salvation was made-over to us, in theſe 
words, Dee this, and thou ſhalt. live. 

Thirdly, For all our fias of Commiſſion, and 
particularly, tor breaking his Commandeinent 
given in Paradile, in the minatory part of it;. 
which ſaid, In the day that thou Eateth thereof, 
thou ſhalt dye the Death... Io all theſe three re- 


| {pefts, we were obnoxious to: Divine Juftice ;; 


We lay under Wrath, and under a ſentence of 
etcrnall Death; and from all theſe three, by 
theſe three parts of | this his Obedience, are we 


ſet free, Firſt, By this: Obedience, and Merit, 
of. 
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of his boly Conception Sl Incarnation, are 
we dclivered from our Birth-finne, wherein we 
are conceived and borne; the holineſs of his 
Humane Nature conceived, and borne without 
lin, being imputed unto us, that ſo by it, the 
impurity of ours, conceived and borne in fin, 
may be cured, and'healed, and done away. 

Secondly, By his Aﬀive "Obedience in his 
moſt holy Lite, which he led here on Earth, in 
the dayes of his fleſh, perfe&ly fulfilling the 
Law for us, hath he delivered us from all our 
ſins of Omiſſion, which was the ſecond way, by 
which we ſtood in danger of Divine ſuſiice 


For thus ſpeaks the Law, Carſed js every one ; 


that continueth not in every thing that is Written 
tn the Book of the Law to doe it : This had we 
made impoſlible to be done by us ; but done it 
mult be for us, or we all. undone, And this 
$8 done In the Adtive Obedience of this our Me- 
diator, and for this purpoſe was it, that he 
ſtayed ſo long upon Earth, among. the Sonnes 


of Men ; He dwelt among 2, as Xt,:John{peaks, - 


John 1. 14. full chree and thirty years'3 {ome 
{ay more, neer fifty, grounding their conjecture 
wpon thoſe words of the Jews, fpoken to bim, 


John 8.57. Thou art not yet fifty years old, and 
| bats 
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haſt thou ſees Abraham ? Bat thirty we are ſure 
he was, When he entred upon his Miniſtery, 


what time ever he continued aftcrward ; 


and this was neceflary, that he might have a 


competent time to-fulfll the Law, in all the 
parts and branches of it z and ſo, by performing 
the condition of the Covenant of Works for 
us, toreſtore us again to our right, to the King- 
dome of Heaven, made over to us upon that 
condition. 

Thirdly, By his Paſſive Obcdience hath he 


freed us from all our fins of Commiltion, an« 


 ſwering the Law in the minatory part of it, 


which ſaid, The ſoxle that ſenneth ſpall dye : And, 
In the day that thau eateſt, ſhalt thou dye the death. 


* By ſuffering death, he hath taken off that ſen- 


tence of death, that was gone out againſt us ; 
and by becomming a curſe for us, hath taken off 
that curſe chat was vpon us. And thus hath 
che Lord layd upon him the iniquiries of vs all, 
cthus hath he borne our. 1niquities. By theſe 


- three parts of his obediexce, hath he anſwered for 


our diſobedience, and ſet us free from the dan- 
ger of Divine Juſtice, in all thoſe three wayes 
in which we ſtand obnoxious ts it, though it

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By hi: Originall Righteouſneſs, he bath freed 
ns from our Originall fin : By his Active Obe- 
dience, from: all our ſins of Omiffion : By his.

By tits Adcive Obedience, he hath 
freed us, d pert damni, from the puniſhment of- 
Joſs, By his Paſſive, 2 poen2 ſenſw, from the pu- 
niſhment of paine. By his Palſive Obedience, 
he hath reſcued us out of the jaws of Hell :. 
And by his Adive Obedience, he hath opened: 
mnto us the Gates of- Heaven. This. Aﬀive 
Obedience was ſatisfaQory :: And his Paſſive 
meritorious. And: thus you-fee how. he is be- - 
come. unto us a. perte&. Saviour, and. hath. by 
theſe three parts-of: his. obedience, wrought out. 
for. us. pleatifull redemption.. Had any,of theſe 
three been. wanting, he had not wrought: out: 
for. us plentiſull- redemption. Had our Media- 
ror onely dyed for.us, been crucified, dead, and: 
buried; he: had not wrought out for os plenti- 
full redemprtion.; he bad onely ſatisfied the 
Law in the minatory. part of ir, and by this his.

Pontius Pilate, was erucified, dead, and Enried. 
Fhey chat lay all the ftreffe of our redemption, 
upon the death, and blood of Chriſt, doe not 
tully deliver the Doctrine of our Redemption, 
they over-look the greateſt part of it, in the 
Ative Obedience of his Life, and che Obedi- 
ence of his Birch. and Incarnation... They chat 
lay it wholly upon his Agtve and Paſlive Obe- 
dience, doe'not yet deliver che DoGrine of our 
Redemption fully, they overlook an eſtentiall 
part of it, in the Obedience of his Conception, 
and! Incarnation. But the Apoltle doth noc 
overlook it, Phil' a. when he (ayes, That being 
inthe forme of God, and thinking it no. robbery to 
he equall with: God': He took upon himſelfe the 
forme of aman, off a (erwart, of a childe, of an In- 
fant, which was in his Incarnation. And the 
Church duth not over-look Ar, when it cele- 
brates the prayſe of it with Admiration, in 
theſe words (of her: deſpiſed Liturgy,) When 
tho: tookeſt upon thee to. deliver Man, thou: didft

not abhorre the Firging Iombe. There did the © 
work of our Redemption begin, which wag 
_ proſecuted all along, throughout his whole lite, 

his death, buriall, and re{arrection : out of 
which, for a beleever to Araw out of all the 
parts, and paſſages of it that comſort that they 
doe aftord, and to apply them to thole {everal! 
wants and maladies of his ſoule, for the ſupply 

and cure whereof they are mot proper, is a 
gol of high wiſedome, and gives unto the 
foule ſtrong conſolation, and full ſatisfa&ion; 
It is ſomething co know Chriſt Crucified in 
grofl:, That Jeſus Chriſt came into the World to 
' ſave ſinners : This gives the Faith of adherence; 
But to know Chriſt more diſtinaly, in his Per- 
ſon, his Natures, his Offices, and the executions 
of them, in all the parts of the precious Re- 
demption he hath wrought out for us, and take 
out that merit and vertue, which they doe af- 
ford, and rightly to apply it to the ſeverall 
wants of our (oules, for the reliefe whereof 
they are molt proper; is much more comforta« 
ble, and ſpeaks the Faith of aſſurance, when we- 
are able to Reade in his Originall Righreouſ- 
neſs, the difcharge of our Originall fin ;/in his 
' Incgrnattion,, the purification off our Natures:; 
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in his birth, onr new bicth ; in his AQtive Obe- 
dience, fatisfaRion for all our fins of Omifſion ; 
m his Paſſive Obedience, a fſatisfaftion for all 
our ſins of Commilſion ; in his ripes, our heal 
ing; in his condemnation, our abſolution ; in 
his death, our life ; in his buriall, our mortifica- 
rion'; in his Reſurre&ion, and Aſcenfion, onr. 
ReſurreQion, and Glorification. In the 2 Kirgs 
4:32. we reade, how Eliſha going to revive 
the Shaunamites Sonne, went into the Chamber 
where he Jay, and there caft himſelfe upori the 
Child, and layd-his face to the childs face, and. his 
eyes 10 the childs eyes, and his bands to the childs 
bands, and ſo applyed himſelte unto the Child, 
part by part = afcer a little ſpace, the Child 
neeſed ſeven times, and revived: So if we can 
by Faith, thus diſtinaly apply our ſelves unto 
this holy Child Jeſs, and him to us, in all rhe 
branches of chas his? Obedience, by which he 
hath wreught out deliverance for us; net the 
Child, bur we, which before were dead in fins 
and treſpaſles, by vertue and grace derived from 
him, ſhall revive and live, the life of grace 
here, and of glory hereafter with him in Hea» 
_ yen tor overmore, 

And ſo we have done with the ſecond branch 
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in the Reddition, to. the firſt part of the com- 
pariſon between the rwo Adams, ſhewing the 
' means, by which he hatch fatisficd for the diſ- 
obedience of the firſt Adam; That was, By Obes * 
dicnce, We now come to the third, wherein we 
are to confider, The Perlons that are benefated 
by it, and the Text ſayes, They are many: So by. 
the Obedience of One, ſhall many be made Righ- 
Feoms; 

And here doe ariſe three Queſtions. | 

Firſt; How the obedience of one, can (atisfic 
for the diſobedience of another ? What: Juſtice: 
chere is-in this ?. Or how it can ſtand good in: 
Law: ?' | 
Secondly, If it doe ſo?' yet how the obedis- 
ence. of one, ſhould ftand good, to anſwer for: 
the. diſobedience of ſo many ? 

And thirdly, How 'many they: are; that are- 
to be benefited by it ? 

To the firſt, I anſwer, The obedience, and: 
righteouſneſs of one, may ſtand good for anos 
ther, where theſe three things concurr 3 or in: 
theſe three cales. 

Firſt, With the conſent of all perſons con- 
cerned, where all partics concerned are- 
agreed... | 

Secondly; 
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Secondly, Where there is ſuch a Union 
between the one and che other, that 
what is done to, or for, or by the one, is 
done by the other alſo. 

Thirdly, Where there is a proportion be- 
tween the offence of the one, and the 
ſatisfaction of the other. 

For the firſt, There are but thee Perſons con- 
cern'd, The Father, the Sonne, and Adam, with 
his Progeny, That the Father is agreed, it is 
cleare, John.3. 16. He gave his Sonne. Gal. 4. 
4 He ſent bis Sonne. That the Sonne is agreed, 
is as cleare, Jo/n 10. 15. I lay down my life for 
my ſheep. And again, wer. 18. more tully, No 
man taketh it from me, I lay-it down of my ſelfe. 
And that Adam, and his Sons are agreed, is be- 
yond all queſtion, whoſe caſe ir is, and who 
onely receive the benefit of it. And thus 'tis 
720d even in Law, That the obedience of one, 
may ſtand good for another, upon this firſt eon+ 
{ideration ; and if it were not goed in Law, 'tis 
good in Goſpe), 

The ſecond conſideration upon which *t13 
good, 1s this, If there be ſuch a neerneſs, and 
union between him that performeth this obe- 
dience, and thoſe for whom it 1s performed. 
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that what is done by him, may be reputed as 


done by themſclves. We. reade of a King of 
the Locrenſes, which made a Law, That wh oſo» 
ever of þjs Subjets was found guilty of Adultery, 
ſhonld have beth his eyes put ome. It ſo tell our, 
that the firſt that was deprehended in that 
crime, was his own Sonne ; it was grievous to 
him that his Sonne thould loſe both his Eyes 3 
and as grievous, that he fhould not cxecute Ju- 
ftice upon the tranſgreſſion of his own Law : 
For mitigating between. both, he pur our one 
of his Sons Eyes, and one of his own ; and this 
was accounted good Juſticezand is the very caſe 
in the Text; onely with this difference, That he

It Saul be travailing to Dameſews, to perſecnte the

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Me.bers; the Head Jai down from Heaven, 
and complains, Saul, Saul, why perſecateth thou 
me ? Als 9. 4. As the Husband with the Wiie, 
the Branches with the Vine, the Members with 
the Body, are one; even fo 15 Chriſt, with all 
that belong anto him : Take 1t in the Apoſtles 
words, I Cor. 12. 12. As the Body 3 one, and hath 


many Members, and all the Members of the Body, . 


which 1s one, though they be many, yet are but one 
haly ; even ſo 3s Chriſt. Where note, That the 
word Chriſt here, is not perſonally to be under- 
ſtood, as repreſenting the Perton of Chriſt 3 but 
it is, Nomen colleGivun, a collegive name, and 
takes in to 1t, together with Chriſt, all the 
Saints,all bcleeyers, the whole Church of Chritt 
under Chriſt their Head ; all which togethcr 
with. him, make up but ene body, one Chriſt, 
unto whom he vouchſates his own name, toge- 
ther with himiclte, even to is Chriſt, 

And there are three tyes, by which this Uni- 
oN is made up, and they are brought ſo neer to- 
gether. Firſt, By the bond of Faith, Secondly, 
By. the bond of the Spirir. Thirdly, By the 
bond. of Love. By theſe three bonds, are they 
united together, as by a three-fold. cord, not 
eali'y broken, Firlt, By Faith we aſcend up to 
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Heavei, nd lay hold on Chriſt, Secondly, By 
the Spirit, Chriſt deſcends {rom Heaven to. 
Earth, and Jayes hold-on us. And thirdly, By 
Love, we meet, as it were, betwcen Heaven ard 
Earch, and there cloſe with mutuall tmbraces. 
Chriſt in his Incarnation took our Nature vpon 
him, and ſo was made partaker of the Hymare 
Nacure. Then he renews u5 by his Grace,.and {6 
in our Regeneration, we arc made partauers or 
the Divine Nature, 2 Pet. 1.4. And that's ano» 
ther way, by which this Union 15 made up, and 
we are brought ſn neer. And this is a Doctrine 
full of Grace and Truth, and worthy by : means 19 
be received. For from this Union, there lowes a 
Communion between Chriſt, and his; our fins 
are layd upon him, aid he hath {ſatisfied for 
them ; his righteouſneſs i 1s layd upon us, and we 
are juſtified by it, being thus united uato him, 
and he tous; we draw Vertue from him, as the 
branches doe from the root, and Influence, as 
the M-mbers doe trom the Head, whereby we 
are able to live that lite, that is according to. 
godlineſs, and walk in ſome contormity to him. 
By vertue of this Union, we derive Graee from 
him : Oxt of his fulneſs we all receive, and Grace

As many as come in unto 
bim, that they may have life : The offer of 
grace is made to all, without exception, though 
ro none without condirion 3 ; Ho, every one that 
thirſteth, let him come, Iſa. 55.1» God 4s no ac- 
ceptor of perſous : but in every Nation, be that 
feareth God, and worketh righteouſneſs, is accepted 
, of bim, As 10. 34. God would have all Men to- 
be ſawed, and to come ts the knowledge of the truth, 
1 Tim. 2.4. He 5s the Sawioar of all, eſpecially of 
them that beleewe, 1 Tim. 4. 10. Thus generally 


the Promiſes run, in univerſall. termes, that no- 
MAN; 
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man ſhould deſpaire z yet generally with ſome 
intimation too, of ſome duty on our parts, that 
no man may preſume. You may expe& here, 
that 1 ſhould fall upon the point of Univerſall 
Redemption ; but 1 ſhall forbeare it in this 
place, eſpecially having Treated more Iargely 
upon that SubjcR, in a Diſcourſe upon it out of 
Iſa. 9. 6. and Printed at Oxford in 1650. unto 
which I referre. In the interim, thus much I 
- will hefEdeclare of my Judgement in this mat- 
cer, That I am per{waded, that when the ſecond 
Adam took our Nature upon him, and in it, 
wrought our righteouſneſs for us, there was no | 
Son ot the firlt Adam but he did ſomething for 
him, ſo much, as that he ſhall never periſh eter- 
nally, in the lake of everlaſting burnings; unleſs 
he forfeit his ſalvation a ſecond time. - What 
think you of that of St. Peter? a Per. a. x. 
There ſhall be falſe teachers among you, which ſhall 
bring in damnable Hereſies, even denying the Lord 
that bought them, and ſo bring upon themſelves 
ſwift damnation. There are falſe Teacherg/that - 
bring in Hereſics, damnable Hereſies, that biings 
upen themſelves damnation, {witt damnation ; 
and \et the Text {ayes, cven of theſe, That the 
Lord had bought them. How could this bi? but that 

they 
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they ſold chermfelecs again, and forfeited therr 
ſalvation a fecond time ; and theretore arc cruc- 
Iy ſaid, To bring upon themſelves diarnation. Theſe 
27e chey of which the Apofile fay©s, They ore 
twice dead, pluckt up by the reots, Jude F : ONCE 111 
che firſt Adam, and-now in the tecond too, and 
jo plucke up by the roots, never tg grow apain. 
Againe, we are to be oootifed {7 har tl; ough 
the (econd Adan then did ſomething for all,and 
all Nations ; yet he did not doe for all alike. 
What 1s the meaning of that Parable m the 
Golpel, of the Kings taking a farr Journey, and 
committing his Talents im'trult to hts ſervants, 
or FaQors, delivered them to them, in ſuch a 
different proportion, To one, but one Talent ; to 
another two ; to another five 5 Who 13 he that 
hath the oneTalent,burc the Heather, u hich hath 
nothing to traffique withall, but the Law, and 


light of Nature? Who is he that hath the ewo — : 
. Talents, but the Few, which beſides it, hath che 


Law of Moſes? And who 1s he, that hath the 
five Talents, but the Chriſtian, which to both 
thoſe, hath the Law of Grace, the glorious 
Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt ? Ic cannot be | imagl- 
ned, that the Kings rerurning to take their AC= 


counts, will require an equal] account of them 
| all, 
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a!!! but according to thetr Receits To whom much 
is 2:ven, of him mach ſhall be required : and to whom 
leſs is given, of bim l:s ſhail be required. God is a 
mercifull Creditor, and will require according 
to what a man hath, and not according to what 
te hath nor. 

3- Agiin, We are tobe informed, That there 
are degrees of falvation, and: of damnation too, 
thor ob all are concluded under two names, of 
Heaven and Hcll, of falvation and damnation ; 
yet in both thefv, there are infinite degrees, 
and different proportions : There 3s one plory of 
the Sunne, exvther of the Moone, ani another glory 
of the Starrs ; for one Starr dijfereth from another 
in glory, 1 Cor. 15. And tn reſpect of puniſh-

Who are theſe thit come a5 a cloud, and as douey ts 
the windows of the Sanctuary? v. 8. The multitude 
of the Sea ſÞall be conwerted, ver, 5, He reiem- 
bleth the multitude of the converts: to the Sea, 
co Clouds, to flocks of Sheep, to Caravans of 
Camels, &c. from Midian, from Kedar, from Ne- 
baioth, trom Arabia, trom Sheba, from all quar- 
ters, comming in to Chriit. And ſuitable to this 
Viſion of the Prophet, is that Doxology of the 
Church Triumphant, which they Sing in the 
F 2 "honour 
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honour of Chriſt, and giving glory to bim, in 
Rev. 5.9. Thonart worthy to take the Book, aud 
to open the ſeven ſeales of it : becauſe thow waſ# 
* killed, and hoſt redeemed us wito God by thy blood, 
out of every Kindred, and Tongue, and Fecples, and 
Nation. Neither does it ſtand with the glory of 
the Prepiiciies of old, nor fuits with the famuus 
piemiles made unto the Fathers,of the glory 
of the Chrifftian Church. ; nor with the price of 
Ciiits blood), nor 1s It an{werable to his pur« 
chale made by it, nor with the abandance of 
Gods free grace, nor With the ſpatiouſnefs of 
the Heavens, appointed for the habitations of 
the blcfied « ſpaces, that no-man can' meaſure 
for multitudes, that no man can number, that 
the number of the Sons of Adam that returne, 
ſhould be fo Imall, as tome wouid periwade us: 
But for-that, we may not Cake upon us tO MCa=« 
ſure the bound; of. che Czicſtiall Paradiſe, nor 
to ec! che manſions that are in our Heavenly 
Fathers Houle and KKinglom, which Chriſt hath 
prepared jor his redeemed ones.. It thall be our 
- wiied om, to-make it our care, to ſecure unto 
our f{elyes.a roome among them, that we may 
be in the number of thoſe many in the Text,

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Angels, and that the nuaber of the redeemed 
cne* May be {9 much the greater, by ſomany 
loules, at leaf, as are here prielent. And fo we 
baye done with the chicd particular, in the Red- 
dition to the firſt brarch of the compariſon, be- 
eween the firlt, and the ſecond Adam, wherein 
was:confidered the number of thoſe which are 
benefited by the obedience of this One Man : And 
the Text layes, They were many.

{na Rome there were two Temples of much note, 
tae Temple of Honour, and the Temple of 
Vertue ; but they. were lo plac't, that no man 
could: goe into the Temple of Honour, but he 
mult pais through the Temple of Vertue to it. 
Vertue is the way to Honour, {o is Grace to 
Glory, Holineſs to Happineſs, Righteouſneſs to 
Life. : . Who. he juſtified, them he alſo glorified, 
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Rom. 8. 30. but firft juſtified, before glorified, 
they muſt paſs through that dore, before they 
can enter into Glory. 

Norte ſecondly, That the Text ſayes, They 
ſhall be made righteous , they were not ſo be- 
fore, we are not righteous of our ſerves, we can- 
not make our ſelves {o, we muſt be made ſo, if 
ever we be ſo: Alas ! of our {elves we are grie- 
yous ſinners, altogether borne 4n fn, John 9, Full 
of ſin, full of corruption, children of wrath by na« 
ture, Ephcl. 2.2. Neither in this caſe can we 
help our ſelves, neither are we willing to help 
our ſelves, becauſe 'tis naturall to us, and in us, 
we pleaſe our ſelves in it, it is ſweet unto us, We 
bngg it in our boſomes,and hide it under our tongues, 
as Zophar ſpeaks in Job. Much power and grace is 
there required, and put forth to part us, to take 
us off from our ſins and corruptions, and them 
from us, to charge our natures,and to renew usz 
It is no le(s than another Creation, yea, a great- 
Er Work to Make us righteous, then was at fiilt 
to make us men ; you fee here what ſtrange obe- 
dience was performed to the cticfing of it, and 
how much the ſecond Adam hath done for us, in 
making us by, ſuck his obedience righteous, 
(Tantz melis erat._

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And there 18 a three-fold righteonſacſs, which 
by this his three-fold obedience he hath wrought 
our, and purchaſed for us, and obteyned to us. 
Firſt, The righteouſneſs of Juſtification. 

Seco! adly, The righteouinels of San#:fication, 

Thicdly, The righteouſneſs of Glonfication. 

For chere 15 a Juſiitying righreouſnels: And 
there 1s a Sanctifying nghteoutneſs : And there 
is a Gloritying righteouſneſs, The firſt of theſe 
is perfect, but not inherent. ' The ſecond is inhe- 
rent, bur not pertect. The third is both perfe&, 
and inherent, The firſt of theſe, is the vertect, 
pure, and unſpotted righteouſneſs of Chriſt im» 
puted unto us by grace, and received by Faith, 
with which the beleever being clothed,as Tree, 
in the Robes of bis elder brother, appears in the 
fight of che Father, acceptable, and amiable : 
This is that righteouſneſs which Saint Pasl (o- 
highly magnifieth, Phil. 3.8. I eſteeme all to be 
but loſs, ani droſs, that 1 may win Chriſt, and be 
found in him, not having mine ows righteouſneſs 
. whichnby the Law, but that which js through the. 
Faith in Chriſt, even the righteouſneſs which 1s of 
God by Faith. This is the righteouſneſs, which 
the ſame Apoftle writes of to the Romans, Rom. 
t>.16. I aw not aſhamed of the Goſfel of Chriſt, for-

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# us the power of God w9to ſeloation, How comes 
it cobe fo? Becauſe therens ts che righteoutneſs 
of God revealed, by which belcevers arc julti- 
fied, and ſaved, 'Of this righteouſneſs, doc f 
underitand that, of(\which Efbu ſpeaks in Job, 
and to Job, 33. 23. and of Job tov, or any other 
in Jobs calc, So ſich and ſo weak, that bis ſoule 
draweth neer to the pit, and hy life to the burters, 
(1oſome Tranſlations reade it) then for an inter« 
preter, a wile and faichtull Paſtor, tro comtorr, 

and ro counſel] him, to take his Contefſion and 
to give him Abſolarion, for {o much doe the 
words 1mport : If there ho .av interpreter, one of 4 
thouſand, to declare unto Man hy righteouſneſs ; then © 
wil: he have mercy upon him, and will ſay : Deliver 
by foule from the pit, I bawe accepted of a ran- 
ſome : that is, in the righreouſneſs of Chrilt, 
here cailed Many righteouſneſs ; ; as in the place 
before mentianed, it was called, The righteouſ- 

neſs of God, and very trucly both : It 1s the righe 
teouſneſs of God, becaule it was wrought out in 
the Perſon of the Mediator, which is God: Ard . 
it is, The righteonſucſs of Man too ; z becauſe being 
imputed unto him by Grace, and received by 
Faith, it becoms his own. This i 1s the firſt righ- 


teouſneſs which we doe abcain, by the merit of

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the obedience of our Mediator ; and this is the 
rightcouſnels we muſt build upon, for our Ju- 


ſtification, Life, and Salvation, and well may : 
for this righteouſneſs is perte&, pure, abſoluce, 
and compleat : this righteouſne(s will hold out; 
this righteouſneſs will abide the tryall, and pre- 
ſent us with boldneſs, not onely before the 
Throne of Grace, but before the Thrane of Ju- 
ſticez being clothed with it, we ſhall appear un- 
blameable, without ſport or wrinkle. The Lord 
will have nothing co.charge us withall ; but in 
this righteouſneſs, we ſhall finde wherewith ro:

the ſpirit of burning: and then in the roome 
of them, to infuſe into our hearts holy habits, 
gracious diſpoſitions, propenſions, and inclina- 
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tions, which is our habituall holineſs, which 
remaining .in us as principles. of Lite, from: 
them there doe dayly flow gratious aQions, 
ſuitable to, them, expreſt in. our Works, our 
Words, our Walkings, our Dealings, and dayly 
Converlation, which 1s. our actuall holincf, 
both concurring to make up this our righteouſ- 
neſs of SanCtification. 
Note, Where Notre by the way, That theſe two 
righteouſneſfes, the righteouſneſs of Juſtifica- 
tion, and the rightcouſnels. of San&ification 
ever goe _ Whom he juſtifieth, them he 
ſanGifieth, RK m. 8. 30. Where ever God be- 
ſtowerth his. Sonne to. juſtifie, there he be- 
ſtoweth his Spirit to. ſan&ifie, ſooner or later, 
more or leſs, In.the Femple, there was a Laver, 
as well as an. Altar; the Altar for Sacrifice, 
zointing out our redemption” by the blood of 
Chriſt. : The Laver, for Waſhing; pointing our:

redeemed by that blood, which is not waſhed 
by that water ; If I waſh thee not, thou haſt no 
2art in me, John 13. 8. Out of that Fountaine, 
the {ide of Chriſt, did ſpring both the Sacra- 
ments of the' Chriſtian Church, Baptiſme, axd 
the Lords Supper : The former is unto us, as 
the Laver in the Law ; the latter, as the Altar :: 
The former, the Sacrament of our regenerati- 
on; the latter of our cedemption : The for«
